OPINION OF THE NEW YORK PAPERS 


As tothe Causes that Led to the Defeat of 
the Democratic Ticket—The Myste- ~ 
rious Brooklyn Retarns. 


New Yorx«, November 7.—[Staff Correspon- 
dence.}—-Lock at it as you will, it seems to be 
a democratic Waterloo. Turn the political 
kaleidoscope until you tire of watching the 
combinations of the returns, and it appears 
that atevery drop they cluster around the 
common ceuter of a republican Austerlitz. 

It is true Chairman Brice refuses to concede 
Ifarrison’s election, awaiting the official count 
of New York’s vote, but he stands like 
Napoleon amid the ruins of his neople, fighting 
in despair, whilethe rest have already yielded 
to the inevitable. The republican Blucher 
has done the work and he came in the shape 
of the tariff question. 

The New York papersall concede the result, 
and while the democrats looked for something 
to turn up today that would change the 
situation, they felt there was but little ground 
for any such hope. 

Hope From Illinols. 

First, Iljinois seemed doubtful and the dem- 
ocrats clung to this straw until later returns 
showed conclusively that it still stood by its 
old time faith. Dllinois with its 22 votes 
would have elected Cleveland without New 
York. ‘The tally figures received seemed to 
jastify the hope that it was probably demo- 
cratic. Cleveland made big gains in Chicago 
and the northern counties, but his gain was 
offset by the losses in the southern counties. 
Connecticut has gone fur Cleveland by a 
small plurality. New Jersey is solid for 
Cleveland.

“Weconcede nothing and from the latest 
returns there is a fair indication that Cleve- 
land has carried New York state.’’ 

This is what they say at the democratic 
headquarters, and it was given out as the ut- 
terance made by the natioual committee to the 
crowd of anxious visitors who thronged the 
parlors this morning in search of the latest 
news, 

The statement is based upon the fact that 
corrected returns from the interior counties of 
the state show a larger cutting down of the 
earlier Harrison gains. and many of the coun- 
ties, whose plurality had already been given, 
purporting to be in full, are still found to be 
incomplete. Especially is this true, it is 
claimed, in Brooklyn, where it is said that 
there will be a figh$ before the count is com- 
pleted. When it, was learned that Illinois 
and Wisconsin might be close states as well as 
Indiana and Connecticut, telegrams were sent 
to the chairmen of the state committees in 
each state. Up to noon today only one reply 
had been received, and that was from Chair- 
man Clinton B. Dayis, from Hartford, Conn. 
[tsaid: 

‘‘We aresafe after the hardest battle ever 
fought in this state—400 plurality.”

“The reptidlican committee had already {!>- 
sued an alarm that the democtfats are going to 
try to steal enough votes in Brooklyn to 
change the result. Atthe democratic head- 
quarters it is said that the party isnot in as 
bad shape as it was on the day after the elec- 
tion in 1884. With due respecttothe com- 
mittee, the people here thiuk otherwise, and 
already good-naturedly accepted the 
Cleveland runs ahewud of Harrison 
nearly 12,000 votes in Kings’ county against 
nearly 15,000 over Blaine four’ years ago.

THE STATE OF LITTLE BREECHES 


Of Course Goes for Harrison, Morton and 
the Bloody Shirt. 

Cotumnvus, Ohio, November 7.—Chairman 
Cappeller claims this state by 25,000 for Harri- 
s0n and Morton. The democratic commiitee 
makes no claim, but still say the vote on the 
national ticket is close.

KICKING THEMSELVES, 


South Carolina Democrats Were Too Sure 
and Now Feel Sore. 

CHarrrston, 8. C., November 7.—[Special.} 
Charleston is not exactly whooping up things 
just how—at least in a political sonse— but 
Charleston has become too used to disasters 
and disappointments, politica), social and ma- 
terial, to go into the umps for a little thing 
like defeat in a presidential election. The 
democrats are taking their defeat as cheerfully 
as the situation will permit, but a good many 
of them are kicking themselves very indus- 
triously because they didn’t go to the polls and 
vote yesterday, at least for congressmen. They 
begim to realize now that democratic con- 
gressman from this state who go to the fifty- 
seventh congress with anything less than a 
very solid majority, are liable to be ousted by 
the republican majority of the house. 

Congressman Dibble gets a majority of 
about 2,300 in this county, when he could just 
as easily have had a majority , of 5,000 if every 
democrat had done his duty. 

The Africo-Charlestonian wears a smiling 
face, and dreams of a return of the old carpet- 
bay days. The financiers and business men 
generally ‘view the situation with. undis- 
turbed countenances. Most of the Charleston 
millionaires deprecate the result of the elec- 
tien,’So far as it aifects the political condition 
of the south, but do not apprehend any violent 
disturbance of the financial affairs of the na- 
tion. 

Cleveland’s defeat is variously attributed by 
the leading political lights here to the tariff 
question, and to the treachery of the New 
York county democracy and Tammany. 

The republican politicians are already pick- 
ing out their places in the postoftice, custom 
house and revenue departments, and the dem- 
ocrats are preparing to retire. 

A prominent democrat said today he would 
bet $500 that there would not be a democrat in 
a federal office within three months after Har- 
rison’s inauguration. 
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THE CYCLONE IN ST. LOUIS, 
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Harrison Carries the City By 6,000—The 


State Democratic. 

Sr. Lovis, November 7.—The official returns 
the vote of this city show most extraordina- 
ry and altogether surprising results. Hapri- 
son’s majority is over 6,000. Kimball, repub- 
lican, for governor, has 10,000 majority, and 
the republican city ticket will range from 3,500 
majority for sherilf to $,000 for the other can- 
didates. In the eighth congressional district 
John J. O’Reilly, democrat, the present in- 
cumbent, is beaten by Henry F. Riedreuhaws, 
republican, by 1,500, and in the ninth 
district, Nathan Frank, republican, who 
was beaten two years ago by 
John M. Glover, is now elected over Castle- 
man, democrat, by 2,100. In the tenth district, 
which is coinposed of several of the southern 
wards of the city and nine outlying counties 
sufiicient returns are received to indicate the 
election of Kinsey over M. L. Clarly, demo- 
crat, present incumbent, by a handsome ma- 
jority.

Wasninatoy, November 7.—-All day long 
the secretary of the republican congressional cam- 
paign committee has been besieged by visitors anx- 
ious for information asto the result of the election 
in the congressional districts.

SHOWING WHAT HIS POLICY WILL BE 


Indiana Claimed by the Democrats by Three 
Thousand Majority~Of Course the 
Kepublicans Claim it, Too. 


INDIANAPOLIS, November 7.—[Staff Corres- 
pondence.|—It would seem today as if all 
roads led to this city, as well asevery wire in 
ereation. 

The greater part of the .people never went 
to bed at all last night. The party head- 
quarters were both kept open, but gthe demo- 
crats got restless early in the nightand retired. 
Then the republicans took possession of the 
city. ’ 

After 4a, 'm. there was a lull until 10 p. m. 
in the reception of news. Occasionally some 
one would wave a private dispatch, claiming 
York for Cleveland, which would 
enthuse the democrats. The Denison, in 
Which the republican headquarters are situated 
was surrounded and filled all day by 
thousands of people. 

General Harrison was laden down with tele- 
grams of congratulation, but I failed to find 
in the bundle of missivesa word of remem- 
brance from either Ed Angier or Dick Dow. 
There were those, however, who sent Dick 
messages last night urging him to return Jwith 
haste, and to bring his green ribbon with him. 

As seen at this end of the line, at this hour, 
the battle is over and Benggamin Harrison will 
be the next president of Te United States. 
What will be the character of that adminis- 
tration is a question of deep importance. I 
asked Colonel Walker, who is the son-in-law 
of the late Salmon P. Chase, about this, and 
he replied: 

‘There is a feeling full of kindness here for 
the south. Weare one people and there is no 
desire to resurrect irritating questions.”’ 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Halford, editor 


“of the Journal, I was enabled to bring these 


questions before General Harrison. The gen- 
eral, in answer, said: 
‘*The electoral college has not yet elected a 


president. Electors were chosen yesterday, 


“who will have to perform this work. For me 


to assume to speak, in advance of that action, 
would not be proper. The speeches which I 
have made during the canvass are of record 
and to these I refer you.”’ 

In one of General Harrison’s earliest 
speeches, addressing a delegation of ITlli- 
noisans, ke referred to Abraham Lincoln as 
being from that stato, and said of the abolition 
of slavery: 

We are glad to know that the enlightcned senti- 
ment of the south today unites with usin our con- 
gratulations that slavery has been abolished. Txuey 
have to realize, and many of their best and greatest 
men publicly express the thought, that the abolition 
of slavery hasopened a gateway of progress and 
material development to the south that was forever 
closed against her people while domestic slavery 
existed. We send them the assurance that we de- 
sire that the streams of their prosperity shall flow 
bank full. We wenid lay upon their people no 
burden that we don’t willingly bear our- 
selves. They will not think alffiss 
If I say that the burden whieh rests willingly upon 
our shoutders is a faithful obedience to the cousti- 
tution and the laws, a manly assertion by each of 
his individual rights, anda manly conce-sion of 
equal rights toevery other man is the boast and the 
law of good citizenship. 

Later on, however, he opened up a question 
which might become very vexatious in refer- 
ence to the exercise of the ballot. On that 
subject he ventured the remark that: 

We are sotelated in our government that any 
disturbance of the suffrage anywhere directly affects 
us all. Our members of congress pass upon ques- 
tionsthat are as wide as the domain over which 
our flag floats. Therefore, our interest in the choice 
of these representatives is not limited to our own 
districts. Ifthe debate upon public questions is to 
be valued, the voter must be free to rezister his eon- 
clusion. The tribunal which isto pronounce upon 
the argument must not be coerced. 

Returning to this subject with more elabo- 
ration, upon another occasion, he proceeded: 

Our government isa representative government, 
Delegations in congress and members of our state 
senate and house of representatives are apportioned 
to districts, and thenational and state constitu- 
tlons contemplate that these districts shall be 
equal,so that as far as possible each citizen shall 
have in his district the same potency in choosing a 
member of congress or of our state legislature as is 
exercised by a voter in another district. We do not 
toduy have that concition of things. The appor- 
tionment of ourstate for legislative and congres- 
sional purposes is unfair, and is known to be unfair 
toall. No candid democrat can defend it asa 
fair apportionment. It was framed to be unequal. 
It was designed togive tothe citizensot favored 
districts undue influence, It was intended to dis- 
scriminate against the republicans. Itis not right 
hat it should beso. I hope thetime is coming, 
and has even now arrived, when the greatsense of 
justice which possesses our people, will teach men 
ofall parties that party successis not to be pro- 
moted at the expense of an injustice to any of our 
citizens. These things take hold of the government, 
If we would maintain that respect tor the lawjwhich 
is neceasary to social order, you people must under- 
stand that each voter has his full and equal in- 
fluence in determining what the law should be. I 
hope this question will not be forgotten by our peo- 
ple until we have secured in Indiana a. fair ‘appor- 
tionment for legislative and congressional purposes. 
When the republicans shall secure the power of 
making an apportionment. I hope and believe that 
the experiment of Seeking a party advantage by a 
public injustice will not be repeated. 

It will thus be seen that he is committed to 
a policy in the political application of which 
there will be difficulty, but as a matter of fact, 
General Harrison can find in no state in the 
south greater intimidation than that used in 
this city on yesterday. The greater part of 
General Harrison’s utterauces, however, have 
been devoted to emphasizing protection as the 
great issue of the campaighn. 

“The gates of Castle Garden,” he sald, “swing in- 
ward. They do notswing outward to any Amerti- 
can laborer seeking a better country than this. 
Some resort to statistics to show that the condition 
of the American workmen is better than 
that of the workmen of any other 
eountry. I do not care to deal 
statistics. One faet is enough for me- 
The tideof immigration from all European coun 
tries has been and is toward our shores, The 
American market should be preserved for our 
American producers. We are not attracted by the 
suggestion that we should surrender to foreign pro- 
ducers the best market in the world. Our 60,000,000 
ot people are the best buyers in the world, and they 
are such because our working classes receive the 
best wages. 

Having thus stated these facts, General 
Harrison proceeded to say: 

Having here a land that throws about the work- 
ingman zeal and political conditions more favorable 

han are found elsewhere, if we can preserve also 
tmore favorable industrial conditions, we shal! se- 
cure the highest interests of our working classes- 
What after all is the best evidence of a uation’s 
prosperity and the best fguarantee of social orderl 


if it is not an inteliigent, thrifty, contented working | 


class, Can we look for contentment if the workman 


is only able tosupply bis daily necessities by hard toi, | 


but is not able in his youth to lay up a sture against 
old age. Acondition of things that compels the 
laborer to contemplate want asan incident of sick- 
ness or disability is one that tends to social disorder,

A constitutional amendment td which 
a great majority of the people gave their 
sanction has removed the impediments 
which stood in the way fof progressive legisla- 
tion in the protection of an honest ballot im 
Indiana. Formerly we could not requires 
definite period of residence in the voting pre- 
cinct. Now, we may and have the same 
amendment, authorize our legislature to enact 
@ just and strict registry law, which will 
enable. the inspectors properly to verify 
the claims of those who offer a ballot. Every 
safeguard of law should be thrown around the 
ballot box until frauds in voting and frauds in 
counting shall receive the sure penalties of the 
law, as well as the reprobation of all good 
men,”’ 

General Harrison believes in the enforce- 
ment of the laws to the end that the people 
through the ballot box may rectify them. Ia 
his own words: “there is an open avenue 
through the ballot box for the modification 
or repeal of laws which are unjust or oppress- 
ive. To the law we bow with reverence. It is 
the one king that commands our allegiance, 
We will change our king, when his rule is op- 
pressive, by those methods appointed and 
crown his more liberal successor.”’ 

It may not be quite satisfactory to Senator 
Blair, of New Hampshire, that his late sena- 
torial colleague from Indiana is likely to live 
in the white house. General Harrison is deeply 
opposed to the Blair bill, and does not believe 
in making the liberal gift to the schools in the 
south proposed by Senator Blair. In this prop- 
osition, however, he has the countenance of 
many democrats both in and out of congress. 
Genera) Harrison will more than make up for 
this by his friendliness to the improvement of 
the river valleys. While in the United States 
senate he was appointed a member of the Mis- 
sissippi river commission, and became a strong 
advocate of internal improvements. In hig 
speeches during the campaign General Harri- 
son has had occasion frequently to speak to 
delegatious of soldiers, which required many 
references to the late war. On this subject 
General Harrison says: 

“There remain now fortunately chiefly 
economic questions to be thought of and to be 
settled. We refer to the great war not in any 
spirit of hostility to any section or any class of 
men, but only because we believe it to be good 
for the whole country that loyalty and fidelity 
to the flag should be honored. It was one of 
the great triumphs of the war, a particular in 
which our war was distinguished from alt 
other wars of history,that we brought the van- 
quished into the same equal citizenship under 
the law that we maintained for ourselves.” 

‘‘General Harrison is one of the most modes¢ 
of men,” said Mr. Halford. “He has an exe- 
alted_sense of propriety wherever placed, and I 
know he is at this moment overwhelmed with 
the sense of the great responsibility which 
yesterday’s vote bas placed on his shoulders. 
He loves his fellow men. He is attached to 
every section of our common country, and 
while not authorized to speak for him, yet, 
knowing him intimately as I do, it will be his 
only desire to give the southern people such 
recognition and aid as ought to command thetr 
support. General Harrison is a republican by 
principle. He believes in it, but in him every 


| party will be bound by his performance of duty 


to recognize him as the president of the whole 
country.” 

One of the sensations of the day, which the 
republicans at first tried to keep to themselves, 
was the significance of a paragraph which ap- 
peared in the evening News, the editor of 
which paper is a close personal friend of Gen- 
eral Harrison. The News quotes this sentence 
from the Philadelphia Record: 

“On the whole, it would have been better for hig 
party if Mr. Blaine had prolonged his stay in Eng- 
land. Heedone Harrison more barm than good, 
His magnet is now a millstone to the neck of wha- 
ever it bangs.”’ 

The News then gives this eaustic endorse- 
ment: 

“We believ* that there is a great deal of truth fn 
that. Certainly Mr. Blaine did Harrison no good ig 
Indiana. Harr'son owes Blaine nothing.” 

This is considered almost as direct as if it 
had come from General Harrison himself, and 
the appearance of the paragraph is ascribed to 
a desire to put Mr. Blaine on the earliest pos- 
sible notice that he will not be wanted in the 
next cabinet. 

The result in Indiana is strangely mixed up, 
The Western Union returns show the state to 
be going republican by about 5,000 majority, 
The democratic state central committee is re 
ceiving a special service which indicate a deme- 
ocratic majority of about 3,000. All night long, 
and probably through part of tomorrow, this 
contradiction will drag its length. If it would 
not be esteemed treason to the party, I would 
say that Messrs- Jewett and Sherin are hoping 
against hope. This much,however, may with 
propriety be said: ‘“The man who bets his 
money on Indiana either way deseryes to lose 
it.” 

The greatest point of interest outside of the 
electoral ticket here isthe result in Marion 
county. It involves one congressman and all 
the fat Indianapolis offices The count was 
concluded this evening, giving a majority of 
675 .for Cleveland, electing Mr. Bynum to 
congress by 2,000 majority, and giving the 
democrats the entire slate.

The uncertainty which surrounded the re- 
sult of the national election when Tur Con- 
STITUTION issued ‘its first edition yesterday 
morning, added to the interest with which 
further news was waitedfor by thousands of 
people in Atlanta, 

A small contingent of the crowd that during 
the long hours of Tuesday night watched the 
bulletins issued from this office were waiting 
at the doors of the counting-room and the 
‘press-room entrance to bay a copy of the first 
edition that rolled from the press at 4 o’cloek. 
Tited, but hopeful, the mten who had been 
waiting all night, hoping and praying for 
Cleyeland’s re-election, found little consola- 
tion in the returns that were printed in this 
edition. 

Daylight had scarcely broken on another day: 
that proved uncertain and discouraging for the 
hopes of democracy, before the crowds of the 
day before began to gather in the streets about 
this offiee. The newsboys did a business that 
made them wish fora presidential election 
every day, but the papers they sold had no 
joyous news for democrats. | 

The republican readers of the first edition of 
yesterday’s Constitution had no reason to 
complainof the quantity and quality of the 
election returns. They indicated a doubt as 
to the result, but the chances in favor of that 
doubt disappearing and the _ certainty 
of Harrison’s election taking its place, put 
them {fn a good humor, and they made the most 
of the prospects for the election of the man 
whose grandpa’s hat will very likely be several 
sizes too small for him today. 

The crowd continued to increase, and the 
announcement that there would be a 10 o’clock 
edition of THe ConsTITUTION added to their 
interest in the result. Ten o’clock came and 
with it such a rush for papers as was never 
seen about the publication office of any south- 
ern newspaper. The newsboys again reaped a 
harvest of nickels and all over town hundreds 
of them found eager buyers. The 
lightning press was. started. three times 
after it was. thought that the demand 
for extraS had been supplied. The newsboys 
made dozens of trips tothe press room for 
‘more papers,’ and it seemed as though the 
rush for news of the result would nevel stop. 

The 10 o’clock edition, like the first, liad but 
a small thread upon which to hang a hope for 
Cleveland’s} re-election. Republican «: ery- 
where, even in states that had been counted 
as safely the other way, was theruleof the 
news—butit was news, political news, and 
everybody wanted to read it. 

The’ bulletins kept coming, and still 
the result remained uncertain. Every- 
thing that had been fdoubtful”’ twelve hours 
before seemed still more mixed as the conflict- 
ing and exciting telegrams continued to come 
in from allover the country. With the spien- 
did equipment that the Western Union had 
provided, the news and bulletins from our 
special correspondents and the associated 
press, crowded thespeediest operators to their 
limit. The crowd about the office continued 
to increase, and the democrats, who had.had 
nothing cheering in the way of news since the 
report from Delaware county, New York, the 
night previous, began to pluck’ up 
their courage. They argued that as New 
York had not been coneeded. by the demo- 
cratic managers, nor’ claimed by any strong 
majority by the republicans,. there was stil! 
‘a chance that it would be saved to the deuio- 
caatic columy. : 

Then there was Kings- county, with big | 
chances in favor of an. error that would ex- | 
plain.the decreased majority by which Cleve- 
land had caried it. To this possibility the dem- 
crats looked hopefully and whem the third 
edition of THe. CONSTITUTION was put upon 
the streets at 1:30 p. m., the. rush 
of a few hours before Was 
eclipsed. Everybody wanted a copy 
of this edition and the demand was never fully 
suppled.. An hour after the presses had stop- 
ped and the stereotyped pages were melted, 
hundreds of people crowded the counting room 
asking for a copy of this edition.

There is a rich abundance from 
the field and garden, the pantry cnd 
workshop, all speaking in strong language the 
praises of HTouston. One hundred varieties ot 
fruit trees are shown from Mr. Rumph’s Wil- 
low Lake nursery; O. H. Miller’s cotton gins 
een be seen; the Perry Variety works show an 
elegant assortment of furniture; Dr. I. W. 
Simmons makes a display of one hundred 
varieties of garden seed. But the list of names 
of all the exhibitors would about fill this 
column, devoid of all other mention. ; 

Colonel John Gorman is in charge of Talbot 
county’s exhibit. He wrote word to the man- 
agement of the fair that he would show a 
splendid display and he certainly kept his 
promise. 

Among twoof the happiest men at the fair 
are Messrs. J. O. Waddell and C. T. Pool, of 
Cedartown. They are in charge of Polk 
county’s mineral display, and a most attract- 
ive and interesting exhibit it is.

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THE COLUMBUS VISITORS. 

Among the prominent visitors to the fair to- 
day was a delegation from Columbus repre- 
seliting the Chattahoochee valley exposition 
and the city. The delegation was headed by 
President Goetchiws,of the exposition, accom- 
panied by Messrs. G. Gunby Jordan, F. B. 
Gordon, Congressman Cliff Grimes and others. 
They arrived in Macon this morning in a 
Special car, which did not come 
under the depot, but was carried right into the 
fair grounds. The delegation spent the day 
most delightfully viewing and admiring the 
grand displays, and expressed themselves as 
delighted with all they saw. They. were en- 
tertained by President Northen, Secretary 
Nisbet and the other officers of the society, and 
were shown every possible courtesy and atten- 
tion. The special car conveying the delega- 
tion returned to Columbus tonight.

ARROGANT NEGROES. 


They Insult the White People of Norfolk and 
a Riot Ensues. 


WASHINGTON, November 7.—A_ special to 
the Post from Norfolk, Va., says: 

‘A riot occurred in Portsmouth about eight 
o'clock tonight, between the whites and 
blacks. Four hundred negroes marched down 
High street, the principal thoroughfare in the 
city, singing ‘‘Hang Grover Cleveland on a 
Sour Apple Tree.”” Atthecorner of Dinwid- 
die street a large crowd of white men were 
congregated, anda white boy and a negso had 
ascufiie. The negroes came tothe rescue cf 
their comrade,and were charged by the whites. 
Hardly had the fight commenced before shots 
were fired by negroes. Then the wildest con- 
fusion prevailed, and after about ferty shots 
had been fired the negroes retreated. The 
whites then discovered that three of their men 
had been wounded. Samuel Onst was shot in 
the leg, James Mahony in the abdomen, and 
The two latter are 
probably fatally wounded. Immediately after 
the riot and after the negroes had retreated, 
the§whites began arming themselves. Every- 
body is now armed. Mayor Baird has called 
out the Old Dominion Guards and one hnn- 
dred special policemen have been sworn in. 
Intense excitement prevails, and the negroes 
are reported forming just outside of the city. 
Another outbreak is feared. A detachment 
of guvrds will be sent to disperse the mob of 
negroes.”’ 


DR. PORTER SUGGESTS 


In Reference to Convalescents—Exorbitant 
Doctors at Gainesyille. 


Wasnuincton, November 7.—Dr. Porter, at 
Jacksonville, Fla., reports to the marine hos- 
pital service that there were forty-seven new 
cases of yellow fever and one death yesterday, 
making the total numberof cases to date 
4,55 and deaths 367. There areten patients 
in St. Luke’s andtwo atthe Sandhilis. Dr. 
Porter suggests that arrangements be made 
for convalescents and other persons who have 
escaped the fever sofar and who wish to go 
north without stoppage, to points where frost 
has appeared this year, to do so without quar- 
antine detention at Camp Perry, with restric- 
tion of disinfection and fumigation of _ bag- 
gage and personal wearing apparel. 

Dr. Martin, at Gainesville, Fla., reports 
that physicians will not accept less than $15 
per dicm, and even at that price prefer not to 
visit cases, which are principally negroes and 
very insulting. He will, he adds, employ 
them at that rate until otherwise ordered. 

Thirty-Four New Cases—Three Deaths. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 7.—Dr. Neal 
Mitchell, president of the board of health, re- 
ports thirty-four new cases of yellow fever for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 6 p. m. today. 
There were three deaths: Sarah Cain, Carrie 
Hastings and W. Tucker. Of the new cases 
ten were white and twenty-one colored. Total 
cases, 4,392; total deaths, 370.

THE GRAND OLD MAN 


ADDRESSES A LARGE LIBERAL 
MEETING AT BIRMINGHAM. 


Mr. Gladstone Receives an Ovation and De- 
livers a Stirring Appeal in Favor of 
Home Rule. 


BIRMINGHAM, England, November 7.—A 
great liberal meeting was held in Bingley hall 
thisevening. There were an enormous de- 
mand for tickets,two guineas being paid for 
the best seats, and the whole space left free to 
the public was crowded three hours before the 
speaking began. Behind the platform wasa 
shield on which was inscribed: “The tide is 
with us.”’ 

Punctually at 7:30 Gladstone, looking hale 
and hearty, ascended the platform, the audi- 
ence cheering him enthusiastically. He was 
accompanied by Chairman Oslett, Lords Ripon, 
Spencer and Roseberry, Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, John Morely and other prominent 
liberals. 

The chairman, in opening the meeting, said 
he had no fear that Gladstone’s marvelous 
strength would fail until his great task had 
L ichieved. 

.. .osolution expressing confidence in Glad- 
stone was unanimously adopted. 

Gladstone, upon a to speak, was loudly 
cheered. He said that Lord Hartington, who, 
among the opponents of the liberal party, 
spoke with the greatest weight, had recently 
said that the home rule question was dead. He 
(Hartington) had developed a peculiarity hith- 
erto unsuspected. He showed vividjimagina- 
tion [cheers],, but he would see from these 
proceedings whether home rule was dead, or 
whether the aid of the undertaker would be 
invited to serve the absolute necessities 
of the other party. [Laughter.} The Irish 
ought not to acquiesce in a government 
by unequal laws. They should resent a gov- 
ernment which, while professing anxiety to ex- 
ecute the laws, manifests contempt for it, 
whenever it found the law’s action inconven- 
ient. A part from imperial necessities Irish- 
men must be the best judgesas to how to deal 
with local affairs. 

Gladstone illustrated at lenght the inequali- 
ties in the laws under which the Irish suffered, 
especially the laws dealing with conbinations, 
public meetings and prison treatment of politi- 
cal offenders. Lord Hartington, he said, 
charged the liberals with the responsibilty for 
the evictions of Ireland. The responsibili- 
ty in reality belonged to those who refused to 
give to the [Irish tenant relief from arear: tli: t 
had been given to Hig! lind tenants. 

When Mr. Gladstone referred to the two 
wings of the liberal party for the purpose of 
disé6wning the broken pledge of the dissidents, 
some one in the hall shouted ‘fone wing has 
no feathers.’”’

HIS GLITTERING AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
COMPARED WITH HIS RECORD. 


An Extravagant Man Who Was a Swindler 
By Choice—His Son in the Peneitentiary 
Serving a Term for Forgery. 


Floyd Chaney, F. F. V., general freight and 
passenger agent of the Bowden Lithia short 
line, all-aronnd-dead-beat and lessee of the 
healing waters that gush fram the bosom of 
the earth at Salt Springs, Ga.—Floyd Chaney, 
where have you gone ? 

There are a good many Atlanta people who 
take no interest in the whereabouts of the po 
lite and talented Floyd Chaney. But there 
are others to whom his absence from- Atlanta 
aud the surroundings thereof will serve as a 
warning and reminder that things are not 
what they seem. 


An expose of Chaney's rascality was pub- . 


lished in Tug ConsrTituTiIon at the time of 
his sudden departure from Atlanta. Of his 
record previous to that time little was then 
known, but Tue ConsTiruTION never does 
anything by halves, and the history of Floyd 
Chaney’s past life has been secured. 

As an interesting introduction to the true 
story of his life, the following ‘‘autobiography”’ 
which was written by Chaney himself and 
printed as an advertisement in THe CONSTITU- 
TION of July 4th, is reproduced. 

OFFICE BOWDEN LITHIA WATER Co., SALT SPRINGS, 

Ga., July 4th, 1388,—To Whom It May Concern: I 
have leased from Messrs, K. W. Marsh & Co. “for 
the Bowden-Lithia Water Co.,’’ the well known 
salt springs, and have agreed to pay for same sixty 
thousand dollars for a period of teu years, which is 
six tuousand dollars annually. The company have 
at great expense erected an extensive bottling 
works, anl have employed some of the best sales- 
men tole had, who are now placing this valuable 
water ail over this country in large pec 
tities. The Messrs. Marsh & Co. are well 
satisiied of my ability to carry out = 
agreement, to comply with my comtract, or 
they wouid not have parted with this valua- 
bie pruperty.gBut there are others who, whilst they 
have hu money toinyest in water, bank on their 
capital of curiosity, and are ever ready to give ad- 
vice, etc. Having satisfied those who are interested 
financially in my success at time of signing lease, I 
will try to satisfy those who 
evidently have taken such a deep 
interest in my undertakings. In order that they 
may appreciate the situation, I will say that I was 
born tifty-eight years ago today, somewhere near 
Mount Vernon, Va., the resting place of our ‘‘George 
Washington.”’ That my father, Captain Joseph 
Chaney, took an active part in the defease of the 
nation’s capital in the war of 1812, which evidently 
eutities me to the rank of F. F. V. in the social 
scale. 

My father died when I was but four years of age- 
and all remember of him was the magnificen, 
uniform and a good name which he left as our in- 
heritance, He died possessed of over one hundred 
slaves, but being conscientiously opposed to that 
class of property, willed them ‘‘iree,’”’ which I hgve 
never regretied.
